THE USE OF COLOR IN THE SALE OF 
MERCHANDISE 


HE use of color in advertising matter for the repro- 
duction of articles for sale is becoming greater every 
day. The improvement in the making of plates 
and the printing of color work has been so great 
that the original colors of the articles can now be 

approximated so closely that a sale can be made from the picture 
as well as from the original object, and this does away to a large 
extent with the carrying of bulky or heavy articles to present to the 
prospective customer. The application of the principle of colored 
illustration can be carried to any lengths that the advertiser may 
desire, and enormously enhances the value of advertising matter.
